DECLARATION? 


“We hold these truths to be self-evident; that 
all men are created equal; that they are endowed 
by their Creator with certain inalienable rights; 
that amome these are life, liberty, and the pur- 
suit of happiness. That to secure these rights 
governments are instituted among men, deriving 
their just poWers from the consent of the gov- 
erned.” 

If there is a touchstone of Americanism it is 
these words of the Declaration of es RE 
They contain the quintessential spirif of the Amer- 
ican democracy.. Its basic principles are two, 
equality before the law and the consent of the citi- 
zen.. Equality, it has been said, is the sval of 
republics, and in a maxi of Montesquieu, the 
great political philosopher of France, is found the 
key to the doctrine of consent. “ Government,” 
hg says, “is like all other things in the world: to 
preserve it, it must be loved.” 

We ask the davocates of restriction of Chi®ago’s 

representation to porder the foregoing and to 
test their proposal by the test of Americanism. 
Chicago asks no other or better defense than arises 
from these central principles of American de, 
mocracy. 
It is strange, indeed, that 147 years after the 
publication ‘to the world of America’s creed it 
should be necessary, or, at any rate, desirable, tc 
appeal to any public body or to any community 
in the republic on behalf of the principles of political 
equality and consent of the governed. Yet there 
is observable today a persistent tendency to ignore 
both in mistaken attempts to use political power 
for the correction or prohibition of specific evils, 
and unless we are to suffer a fatal disintegration of 
the foufidations of: the American fabric we must 
résist the danger vigorously and in time. 

’e need at this moment aerevived allegiance to 
basic American~ principles of liberty and equality. 
Our generation has accepted the gifts our fore- 
fathers fought for and won for us, as an heir ac- 
cepts the inheritance which the thrift and industry 
of another has amassed: for his enjoyment. We 
are in perfil of losing our inheritance through not 
having paid for it. Our rights and privileges have 
been handed to us and we take them for granted. 
We must realize that we cannot keep them unless 
we understand them and understanding guard them 
jealously frofm® the encroachments to whieh they 
are and always. will be subject. 


The American republic was the first in history 
to realize, at least approximately, the principle 
of equality of the individual before the law, as ex- 
pressed in*manhood suffrage.

The cut already authorized compels the reduction | 


poses. It means if war comes we shall have too! 
few organizations ready for expansion, too few 
staffs ready to organize recruits and command new 
units, too few trained or partially trained officers 
to lead the expanded army. That means haste, de- 
lay, inefficiency, and a wholly unnecessary waste of 
life on the battlefield. 

The ‘pressure for economy we appreciate, and 
wise efforts to reduce certainly deserve support. 
But there is a point 2* which retrenchment ceases 
to be economy and becomes waste, and that point 
already has been passed by congress in its danger- 
ous parsimony with respect to both the navy and 
army. The fleet has had to give up target prac- 
tice and maneuvers. The army has had to refuse 
citizens seeking training, reduce its combatant or- 
ganization, and let mahy officers go. 

Thére is nothing in the state of: the world or in 
international rel.tions which justifies reducing our 
strength to that of a third or fourth rate power. 
There is nothing to be éxpected from the Washing- 
ton conference which justifies it. War, we hope, is 
not imminent for us, but it is a possibility of the 
future, and will become .a probability if we reduce 
our strength to a point at which an attack upon us 
or gradual infringement of our rights and interests 
can be safely tried by any of our powerful rivals. 

Modern war’cannot be improvised over night. 
There must be an adequate force on land And sea in 
peace time to train officers and men and maintain 
both a defense for sucden attack and an adequate 
foundation upon which a war army and navy can 
be promptly developed when war comes. We can- 
not let our defense plant go to seed and expect to 
remake it at once when war comes. 

These are the truisms of our experience. They 
are written in the huge figures of our r cost tax- 
ation and more tragically in the blood of thousands 
of our soldiers who died in France, an unnecessary 
sacrifice, the exorbitant price of our want of pre- 
paredness. The late Lord Fisher wrote to a friend 
in 1918 that he had heard of American attacks that 
were like shambles. We know it frequently cost 
four to ten times as much for American troops to 
take objectives. as it did the seasoned and skillful 
French. .That was not the fault of the soldiers, but 
ot the national policy which refused proper prepa- 
ration in peace time. It was a policy which called 
itself economy, but its real name is waste, the 
worst kind of waste.

They are as valid today as in 1796 and as worthy | 
of our devotion and zealous guardianship as of 
that of the fathers’. But restriction of representa. | 
tion is not compatible with them. It destroys the 
political equality of the citizen who dwells in one | 
place with the citizen who dwells in another. It | 
deprives him of his due share of political force | 
and governs him in that degree without his con- | 
sent. Inherently and inevitably restriction is de- 
nial of the principles of equality and consent, the | 
soul of our republic and the mainstay of its pres: | 
ervation. If restriction is imposed and sustained . 
it will mean that for the first time in American | 
history we have turned back upon the path and |

More than 230,000 acres of timberland on the 
Watersheds of Virginia, West Virginia, Pennsy)- 
vania, and Georgia have been effered to the govern- 
ment for extension of this conservation work at 
prices ranging from $3 to $5 an acre. They prob- 
bly would bring considerably more than that now 
in the commercial market, and certainly will bring 
more than that in the near future. Appropriation 
for such purpose, however, was omitted from the 
budget on the ground of economy. The bill under 
eonsideration seeks to correct that omission. An 
appropriation of $50,000,000 is asked. 

There is danger in going outside the budget to, 
this extent, even though expenditure might be dis- | 
tributed over a number of years. Such disregard | 
of the budget sets a bad example. But an appro-. 
priation sufficient to establish the principle and fix | 
the policy of continued purchases along this line, 
and sufficient to maintain the forestry organization | 
which has been developed at great expense, cer- | 
tainly is advisable. : 

Extension of national forests, conservation of | 
timber, protection of watersheds, and improvement } 
of commercial forestry are forms of governmental!

No one knows the cause of the disorder.

Extreme chronic fatigue of the mother 
is also one of the charged but not proved 
causes of Mongolianism. 

Although every one suspects that some 
disorder of some ductless gland is at 
fault, no proof of any sort has ever been 
forthcoming.

If one case has occurred in a family, 
there is some additional hazard, so far as 
the expectancy of other children is con- 
cerned, but it is not great. I know of no 
statistics on the subject, but this opinion 
seems reasonable to me. 

Of the theories as to its cause there 
should be some increase. However, this 
condition should not follow the inherit- 
ance laws of ordinary idiocy.

Nothing can be done for 
it. Some people stain such spots to make 
them resemble the surrounding skin. 


DIET FOR NEPHRITIS. 
J. G. M. writes: “ What is the proper 
diet and proper hygiene for a person suf- 
fering from intestinaj nephritis? 
“How could a person affected with this 
disease prolong life?” 


REPLY. 

If there is dropsy eat very little salt in your 
food and beware of saline cathartics. 

Live largely on vegetables, fruits, vegetable 
soups, breads, cereals, milk, and foods made 
from milk. 

Since this diet may contain but little tron, 
and sufferers from nephritis need iron, take a 
good deal of green vegetables and an occa- 
sional good steak. 

Do not overeat. Avoid gorging with food 
at any time. Nephrities must be light eaters. 
Keep the bowels regular. Avoid infections. 
See that you do not catch cold or sore throat 
or rheumatism. If you can live in a warm, 
even climate in winter, do so. 

Do not undernourish yourself. Many ne- 
become anwmic, pale, and thin. As important 
as is overeating, exposure to infection is the 
principal calamity to guard against. 

Go to bed early and get plenty of sleep. 
Cut out all bad habits.

Chicago, Jan. 7.~-In your columns yes- 
terday I noted an article signed “ Rail- 
roader,”’ attacking the policy of a south 
side bank, in which the statement is 
made that the bank paid 3 per cent on 
savings deposits, “while reaping from 
15 to 40 per cent on this money under 
the guise of interest and commission.” 
It is hardly worth while, I know, to try 
to appease prejudice, but the facts with 
reference to bank earnings are so readily 
accessible that no one referring to the 
matter can excuse being misinformed. 

In this case the bank had a profitable 
year—a profitable year is a year when 
a bank clears more than their dividends 
and is able to lay aside something in sur- 
plus to meet possible losses on loans. 
Their net earnings for the year were $80,- 
000; the capital is over $600,000. Assum- 
ing that the stockholders might have 
stayed out of the banking business and 
invested this capital in real estate mort- 
gages, they could, have $36,000 on thiq 
money at 6 per cent. The profit then, 
from the banking enterprise is $44,000. 
This is the net earning of a bank on 
five millions of deposits in a good year;

CHRISTMAS TREES AND LOTUS,

at Grass lake is noted in the Saturday 
issue. I have my entire life been & 
touch with the northern forests, as @ na 
tive of Wisconsin, and for twenty-eight 
years as a lumber journalist, and th 
groves of young balsam are quite a 
prominent a feature of the landscape 
there fn all the wooded and semi-woodd 
sections as when I first knew them fifty 
years ago. Balsam fir (which is almost 
totally .valueless for lumber, though Used 
considerably for pulpwood where it at- 
tains larger size) does not get very large 
in Wisconsin .before becoming hollow, 
but reproduces from seed more Meely 
perhaps,ythan any other conifer, and 
bears very. heavy seed crops annually. 
The available supply extends fer hun 
dreds of miles northward through’Can- 
ada. 

My only visit to the lotus beds was 
made this summer. None of the buds! 
so carefully selected opened after I got 
them home and I shall not repeat the 
experiment, but I could not see any indi- 


cations in the appearance of the beds — 


that the cropping of buds had im any 
way reduced the vigor of the plants, 1 
is well known that much of the vigor 
of the parent plant is expended in ma 
turing seed, and systematic disbudding 
is often practiced by plant grower 
Plenty of pods were ripening for reseed- 
ing purposes and altogether I. got the 
impression that it would-be found a very 
difficult matter to exterminate thos 
many acres of lotus if the job wegp ser 
ously attempted.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—[Spe-

Great Britain will give up 
Wel-Wei, in Shantung, but refuse to 
renounce Kowloon, on the Chinese 
mainland, opposite Hong Kong, and 
Japan will retain the Kwang Tung 
leased territory, in the Liao Tung 


peninsula, which includes Port Arthur 


and Dairen.

VISITOR FROM LAND OF SNOW. | 


CARCITY of food in the desolate, 
snowbound north country sends 
us each winter a number of in- 
teresting visitors, both feathered 

and furred. One of these unique trav- 
elers that comeas to us sometimes from 
the arctic circle is the gnowy owl— 
that big, handsome felloweto whom 
distance means nothing. Bold, grace- 
ful, swift, and a relentless killer, the 
snowy owl is one of the speediest birds 
of prey. 

It is said that no arctic explorer has 
ever gone too far north to find the 
snowy owl. Here is one bird that ap 
parently is hot worried by extremely 
low temperatures, as long as there is 
food in sight. The snowy owl is able 
to withstand most intense cold, as na- 
ture has equipped it with a thick coat 
of white and brown feathers, marked 
so that the bird blends perfectly with 
its winter surroundings. “* 


*When at home, hares, ptarmigans 
lemmings and water fowl are the snowy 
owl's main dependence. Sounds like 
an aristocratic diet for a bird, as both 
hares and ptarmigans are considered 
eating. 

We are interested in this bird, be- 
cause not infrequently stragglers are 
driven dawn into the middle western | 
States by the lack of food in their na- 
tural habitat, and ghostlike we see 
these beautiful white owls flying about, 
striki:.g terror into the hearts of our 
Winter t s. Furred and feathered 
folk alike have a reason to be terrified 
by this big, white fellow with the yel- 
low eyes. When a bir“ is so swift that 
it can capture ducks and other water 
fc -l on the wing, and so powerful that 
it can seize and lift arctic hares twice 
its own weight, what chance has an 
ordinary bird or mammal? 

Dur'»~ **e winter one of these birds 
may appear at a most unexpected 
place. For instance, in the winter of 
1920-'21 one of these owls was shot on 
the lake shore at the southern end of 
Grant park, Chicago—a rather unusual 
place for such an owl to choose as its 
winter home, but he acted as if he 
were entirely accustomed to suburban 
trains and the city lights.

This mode points not only to the long, 


length of tulle to the hip line. In the back, 
of course, the veil is as long as the skirt.

“It is difficult for me to say what 
should be worn, for skins vary s0.

A.brunette, for instance, cannot 
wear a brilliant, high toned coloring 
without advertising where her com- 
plexion came from.

Diego as their more pretentious and ex- 
pensive prototype, the court apartment 
building in the midwestern and eastern 
states. 


The generally mild weather prevail- 
ing on the Pacific slope has been also 
another prominent factor in the devel- 
opment of this type of dwelling, as the 
open fireplace which suffices to keep 
the room comfortabie in inclement 
weather makes it quite unnecessary to 
provide a heating plant. This saves all 
the expense of excavation and deep 
masonry walls. Even the foundations 
carrying the main walls need be carried 
down only a few feet, or just below the 
top soll, as here the frost never pene- 
trates, as it does in the aorthern cli- 
mate. 


Because the cool ocean breezes coun- 
teract the heat of the summer sun, a 
high attic or air space to keep the main 
rooms comfortable is unnecessary. 
Consequently, steeply pitched roofs 
give way to those gently sloped on 
these bungalows. 

However, much of the beauty of the 
small California home is easily trans- 
ferable to any climate by slight adap- 
tation. In the first place, there will 
be the excavated baserment when a

low the frost line—a depth of four 
feet is sufficient for the more rigorous 
climates, and jastly, the roof, if it be 
a gable or pitched should have 
a pitch of not less than 30 de 
grees; or offer means of ventilation or 
both.

EW YORK.—[Special Corre

From year 
to year the soft felt hat has but slight

the more important. The secret of a

standard of style. For instance, last 
winter the popular hat was that on 
which the brim was wide and rolled 
up all the way round. This is now 
pussé. If you see such a hat you can 
tell that it is a last season’s model. 


For this year the brims have been 
made smaller and have been flattendd, 
especially in the front. Notice this 
in the picture. 

Out of one of these soft hats many 
shapes or styles may be created. The 
brim is never tampered with, for that is 


‘set by fashion, and if you wish to be in 


style you leave it as it is. -The crown 
you are liberty to do with what you 
will. You can push it in or you can 
pull it out. You can pinch !t and dent 
it to suit your wildest fancy. 


It is a matter of interesting conjec- 
ture as to how many men when they 
go to purchase their hats pay any at- 
tention to whether a hat is becoming 
or not. It is fortunate for salesmen 
that men are not as hard to please as 
women who, after trying on at least 
twenty hats in a milliner’s, wander 
on unsatisfied to the next store. 


But a man should give some thought 
to the shape of his hat in connection 
with the shape of his head and face. 
Of course, there is not much variety 
in the shape of the hats as they come 
from the store, although some brims 
are a little wider than others and 
some crowns a little higher.

It 
is the fvod that puts us through the 
Winter so that we do not have an “ali 
pone feeling” when it comes spring. 
lt is the food that helps us to ight 
the cold which is lceching the heat and 
energy out of us with every breath. 
On the coldest duys we can see the 
heat gOing out of our mouths as the 
heat goes out the spout of a tea kettle, 

A man who was in Onalaska in win- 
ter has told me that at 40 below zero 
a piece of raw salt pork tasted as sweet 
as candy to him. We not only need 
fat foods for winter, but we have a 
taste for them. 


Dainty Food Fat. 

Fat foods can get into great disre- 
pute, have been in great disrepute 
among us, when they are treatéd as 
“ grease,” but you can hardly treat the 
fat of a nut in that way. In other 
words, it is the dainfiest package of fat 
food we possess, and it is well to train 
our digestion to its use in cold weather. 

Take Brazil nuts for instance. The 
nut meats cost about two-thirds as 
much as butter and have more than 
six-sevenths as many calories, or heat 
units. The butternut and black wal 
nut, which come nearest of all the nuts 
to being “greasy,” have almost as 
many calories, only a hundred or so 
less, are cheaper, but harder to crack. 
Pecans have the largest percentage of 
fat of all, or over 71 per cent. 

The English wainut in comparison 
with the black is called “ soft shelled.” 
While the Brazil nut meats average 
3,265 calories per pound, the English 
walnut averages 3,286, or just twenty 
calories more. In the shell a pound 
gives an averare yield of 1,375. It is 
important to notice this fact, if com- 
paring its value with butter. At the 
price it is sold it is, of course, more 
expensive than butter, which yields 
about 3,600 calories per pound. Brazil 
nuts in the shell yield on the average 
1,655 calories. 

’ The proportion of fat in a Brazil nut 
meat is over 66 per cent, while in an 
English walnut it is over 63 per cent. 
The neglected filbert which the French 
use so much in can@ies contains 65 
per cent of fat, and a pound of the 
nut meats contains 3,290 calories, or 
five more than a pound of Cnglish wal- 
nuts. Our ow.. native nut, the hickory, 


' contains 3,345 calories, or over 67 per 


cent of fat. 
Defir. ‘on of Hickory. 

There is a wcrid of entertaining lore 
about our American nuts, which used 
to be we known when wild nuts were 
gathered and taken in #mall quantities 
to market. Our old Webster reads: 


“Hickory [North American Indian | 


pawcohiccorra (Capt. John Smith), a 
kind of milk or oily liquor pressed from 
the pounded hickory nuts. “ Pohick- 
ory” is named in a list of Virginia 
trees in 1653, and this was ‘inally short- 


ened to “hickory.” J. H. Trumbull.) 
(Bot.) An American tree of the genus 
Carya, of which there are several 
species. The shagbark is the C. Alba, 
and has a rough bark; it affords the 
hickory nut of the markets. The 
swamp hickory ig C. Amara, having a 
nut whose shell is thin and the kernel! 
bitter.” 

There is no doubt about the hickory 
being a native nut. That “ hiccorra” 
of the second part of the Indian name 
is good proof of it, but note: We think 
it is a new thing to make milk and 
butter of nuts, and there was the fa- 
mous Capt. John Smith finding it 
among the Indians and made of the 
hickory nut! Nut milk in cookery is a 
most_ promising topic for investigation

Discrimination In Buying. : 


A man writing of the New York mar- 
kets of 1866, at which time the charac- 
teristic American foods went to mar- 
ket, as they never do in these later 
days, names four sorts of hickory, the 
choicest of which was the shell bark 
or shag bark, having a thin shell. 
“ They are also flatter made, with eight 
edges at corners, and easily to be 
cracked. The next best is called mock- 


er nuts or thin shelled hickories—these- 


are smaller and rounder but of a 
very thin shell, while the kernel is 
smnall but sweet.” 

These are the best hickories, or the 
only real food nuts of their species, 
which this writer describes thus mi- 
nutely so that buyers could discrimin- 
ate. By the way, he mentions the 
English walnut as “ Madeira or Eng- 
lish wainut,” and says, “ Greal qua 
tities of this tureign fruit are annwv- 
ally imported here and found in fine 
groceries, fruit stures, and markets. 
The Grenoble nuts are considered the 
besi, und are in season throughout 
the year.” Think of the progress that 
hus been made in raising this nut ip 
our own country! It is really a ro 
mance, 

Pecan Held in Esteem. 


The other nuts of the old New York 
market mentioned, in days when nuts 
und raisins were a frequent home des- 
sert, and always served ut the end of 


. holiday dinners and banquets, are in- 


terestingly described, but we can but 
mention two, the chinquapin nut or 
aGwurt chestnut, ‘and the pecan, both 
American natives. Of the first the old 
writer says: “It is seldom seen here, 
but quite plenty in the markets of Bal- 
timore and Philadelphia.” 1 judge 
from my own experience that the peo- 
ple of the Carolinas, at least, and prob- 
ably of other southern states still value 
this nut. 

Of all the agreeable nuts most peo- 
ple would give the palm to the pecan, 
which hus been extolled in New Orieans 
—perhaps first there—in the pralines 
and in the Creole nut cakes. Of all 
the pralines, that with the pecans has 
perhaps secured the widest market. 

To show the native American wuste- 
fulness, we may cite the tale to be 
found in one of the Dotty Dimple books 
—Il read them all. In one of these be- 
loved girl stories of long ago Dotty 
goes to visit her uncle in Indiana. They 
all go nutting to get pecans for mo 
lasses candy. To save himself trouble

By the old writer we learn that the 
pecan was also called “ Illinois hick- 
ory,” an interesting fact it seems to 
me. He says: “It is almost an inch 
long, as iong as the end of a common 
sized finger, with a smooth shell and 
oblong shape. They are of an agree 
eble taste and wholesome. Brought 
here principally from the southern 
states and Texas.” You see they were 
rather rare then, and we are more for- 
tunate.now in our supply of this nut 
so deliciously sweet and well flavored 

Almonds. 


The most cosmopolitan of nuts is the 
almond. They use it a hundred ways 
in Europe in cookery where we use it 
in one, in the marzipan and almond 
tortes, in the crisp French nougat, 
which is something quite different from 
the soft French honey nougat, which is 
sometimes called Turkish nougat. 

My own idea of one of the best ways 
to use the almond is to pack it thick 
on the top of butter cakes, wash it over 
with egg white and then let it get 
a delicious browning or roasting as the 
cake bakes. The cake may be some 
quite common raisin cake or one with 
nuts and pecans. 

Ab auunuua suvup, which is made by 
adding finely ground almonds to some 
simple, thin white sauce, preferably 
one celery flavored, is considered a 
de luxe svup in Europe, and is a 
guod surt to give to some one who 
needs to huve small portions of agree- 
able food crowded with calories, Flesh 
and energy may be so acquired, but to 
those who have not accustumed them. 
selves to this surt of thing it séems 
over mild, 

Salted almonds are not as wholesome 
as those roasted on the top of a cake 
because fat is used in browning them. 
By the way, we can use the almond 
on the top of @ nut bread as well as 
crushed and added to the batter, We 
can chop them ‘and sprinkle them on 
a soft icing on buns or loaves of bread. 
Halves of the thinner almond meats 
are a favorite decoration and flavor 
for the thinnest of rolled out wafers, 
and may be used in the center of any 
cookie. The time of cvoking for these 
things, however, is hardiy long enough 
for them to brown as they will on 
cake. 

Plain blanched almonds make ex- 
cellent eating, and there are some peo- 
ple who recorfmend them for indiges-

At any rate « box of almonds simply 
shelled and blanched is an excellent 
supply for the traveler. They are an 
excellent supplement when meals se 
cured are either scanty or unpalatable. 
From twelve to fifteen almond@nut 
meats yield 100 calories of energy or 
& pound of these nut meats averages 
3,030 calories. Divide that by sixteen, 
and see what an ounce yields. 


The Peanut. 


And the greatest bounty of all 
umong our nuts is not a nut at all— 
the peanut—but it answers every pur 
pose of a nut, and today, as in 1866 
we may say: “After being roasted 
may be found everywhere in the mar 
kets, on the street: corners, apple 
stands, basket peddlers, etc.” Thi 
long description ig headed: “Pea 
nuts, Earth* Nuts, Pindar Nuts, ~o 
Ground Peas.” 

Raw peanuts may be cooked exactiy 
like peas, and have been selling this 
winter as low as 14 cents a pound 
Few nuts contain anywhere neur sv 
high a per cent of protein or vegetabic 
meat as these do. The Brazil nut has 
only 17 per cent, while the peanut av- 
erages over 25 per cent. It has less 
fat than most ofthe nuts grown en 
trees, but a pound of nut meats av- 
erages 2,560 calories. 


Other Nuts. 

The chestnut is the leagt olly of 
nuts, since it contains but a little over 
8 per cent of fat. It is used in Italy 
for breads, since it is so largely starch. 
Because of being largely starch it con- 
tains but a few @pre calories per pound 
of nut meats the food seeds like 
wheat, rice, etc. 

The pifiion or pine nut is 4s common 
a food among our Indians of the south- 
west and of Mexico as it is a fancy 
food in Italy, where it is used inter. 
minably on the top of sweet iced buns 
It contains over 61 per cent of fat, 
and the Indians have unconsciquysly 
reckqned on that fact in some of the 
uses they have made of it. They sell 
it to travellers as well as use it on 
journeys.

Andreyev’s “He Who Gets Slapped” 
Transcends Prosaic Stagecraft 


Civic Opera Company Confronts 
Its Problems of F.nance and Art, 


By James Whittaker. 

EW YORK, Jan. 14.—[{Special.]—“He Who Gets Slapped” {fs Leonid 
Andreyev’s dramatization of his personal, Russian, mystic, pessimistic 
philosophy. It is intruspectacular. It was written tn the belief that all 
Andreyev’s soul was a stage. Self is its center, and the Theater guild, 

producing it, has gone diametrically wrong by forcing the play into the mold 
of the objective theater. — 

The script of the play is dreamlike. The guild has tried, with many para- 
phernalia of practical stagecraft, to wake it up. The script is strictly sym- 
bolic. The guild's production is full of hard headed, 
concrete properties. The writer’s languagé.is full 
of overtones, of words that suddenly suggest that 
they are echoes of a large thought which is not de- 
tailed. The guild acters’ delivery of it is prosaic. It 
ignores the ellipsis of a phrase. It frequently re- 


the formula of stage repartee. Andreyev'’s people 
talk of themselves. The actors in the guild talk to 
each other, 

Part of the faflure of the guild’s production is 
pardonable confusion. But another part of it is 
rank treachery to the author. The stage directions 
made by Andreyev, for instance, are clearly precise 
about the unreal quality of stage he wanted. 

He writes of the locale of the play: ; 

“A very large, rather dirty room, with white- 
washed walls. To the left, in a niche, is a window, 

the only outside window in the room, opening on a 
courtyard. The light from the window is so dim that, even by day, the elec- 
tricity has to be turned up. 


“ At the very top of the center back wall is a row of small, dusty windows. 
They open on the circus hall. At night, when the performance is going on, a 
bright light shines through. By day they are dark. In the same wall is a 
large white door, reached by two stone steps, and nailed fast. 


“On the right, almost in a corner, is a high, wide. arched doorway which 
leads to the stables and the ring. By day it opens into’pale darkness; at night, 
into pale light. a 

“The room is aised for many purposes. It is the office of Papa Briquet, 
manager of the circus; here he keeps his little desk. It is the cloakroom of 
some factors. It is also the room where the actors gather between calls during 
rehearsals of performances. Again, it is a checkroom for used circus property, 
such as gilt arm chairs, scenery for pantomimes, and other wares of the circus 
household. The walls are covered with circus announcements and glaring 
posters.” 


This is specifically a vast and barren space, a world in which items seem 
stray and lost. There is no intimacy here. It is unfamiliar, unfriendly—an 
inclosure which imprisons, rather than befriends, life. Patently, it is a symbol 
of a larger world. It is to be as bleakly separate in the “ pale darkness” of 
outdoors as is the earth (which it symbolizes) in the “ pale darkness” of inter- 
plantetary space. 


On the cluttered Garrick stage this dim room of the French circus is kind 
and intimate. It is rosy with many companionable furnitures. In it there is 
none of the suggestion of dank isolation which, in:the written play, is thrown 
like a shroud about the many miseries of the persons who ffeople it. Andreyev’'s 
pessimisms cannot play the play’s dooms here. 

The Clown of Bitter Laughter. 

What probably confused the Theater guild was that Andreyev should have 
hitsinad a circus as the locale for the externalization of his philosophies. 
There is an American légend about the joviality and happiness of circus folk. 
The guild stage represents that legend, not the legend of “He Who Gets 
Slapped.” 


This legend is of the imperfections of life. It is of Consuelo, the “ bareback 
tango queen,” straight, lovely, and slender in the person of Margalo:Gillmore, 
as she skims gracefully about the circus ring, the 
entrance of which can be seen at the back of the 
Garrick stage, pedestaled on the back of her white 
‘horse, many pairs of eyes—eyes of love, eyes of 
greed, of lust, of envy, hate, flendish, servile—are 
raised to her. The play will carry on the conflict 
of this universe of passions. 

In the play the author is represented by the clown, 
“He,” whose trick is to get slapped. “He” is a 
clown of bitter laughter, dunce sometimes, Dunsany 
-oftener, a Pagliacci with a bladder and many la- 
ments. “He” stands in an author’s relation to 
the other members ‘of the play, looking into their 
souls as if their flesh were transparent. “He” is 
sardonic or sympathetic in turns. “He” can-con- 
done, but not pardon. His interference in the lives 
of the play’s people is drastic, directive, divine. 

One sees Andreyev in him as an anarchist, as 
most poets are. His final remedy for the mishaps of 
life is death. 3 rs

ATTERS operatic took a pronounced turn for the better last week, when 
a statement was issued concerning the new Civic Opera Association of 
Chicago, next spring to begin functioning as the successor of the present 
Chicago Opera association. 
It would seem that with the exception of one fairly important matter, plans 
are pretty well set for a new five year term of opera. All the physical proper- 
ties of the present organization, all its contracts, op- 
tions, and good will—the last a more important it@m 
this year than ever before—will be taken over by the 
new corporation—subject to the aforementioned im- 
portant matter. 

That matter is the raising of the balance of the 
guaranty fund wherewith to pay operatic deficita. 
It has been often recited that the new plan contem- 
plated a fund of half a million dollars a year for a 
terms of five year@, $2,500,000 in all. Half that 
amount has been pledged. The other half is the first 
task of the new company. 

It has been the ardent wish of the proponents, 
in fact, In terms of legal verbiage, it is a condition 
precedent that the company should hereafter be 


operatic seagons will not, in all probability, cost as 
much as other seasons have in the past. The incom- 
ing directors are pledged to an economical] adminis- 
tration. The spectacle of squads of principal singers 
with no réles to sing will becomé a matter of history.

With a complete reorganization and an enormous financial task as the out- 
standing features of the new company, there has been neither time nor oppor- 
tunity to take up the matter of singers.

As far as the others are concerned, new contracts will have to be made. 
Under the former guaranty, which expires this spring, contracts were made 
which would expire with the guaranty. There are optionsgn the services of 
some of the artists, probably affecting most of them, but Miss Garden and 
C. A. Shaw, the business manager, still have several weeks before the options 
need be exercised. | 

One thing is certain. <A brilliant season is being contemplated, with only 
the items of useless extravagance cut off. Miss Garden and Mr. Shaw are 
both experienced in matters of the operatic stage. They, as well as the offi- 
cers and directors of the incoming corporation, will see to it that the season 
will be brilliant artistically and gratifying financially. 

In the meantime there is a guaranty still to be raised.

As far as Chicago is concerned, the organization 
will continue on its task of preparing and presenting 
a large répertoire. As things look now, two more 
works will come up for the first time in several sea- 
sons. Both are apparently billed for the exploitation of the newly arrived 
Greek tenor, Ulysses Lappas. 

Puccini's “ The Girl of the Golden West,” which pictures cowboys, miners, 
desperadoes, and a sheriff in terms of Italian grand opera. In addition to the 
tenor role, there will be Rosa Raisa as Minnie, and Giacomo Rimini as Jack 
Rance. 

Charpentier’s “ Louise,” a standard item in the company’s répertoire until 
last season, when the Metropolitan had it, is due on Saturday afternoon. Shar- 
ing with “ The Jewels of the Madonna” the fame of having the longest cast 
on record—it calls for thirty-four principals—it will be sung by Miss Garden, 
Mr. Lappas, Georges Baklanoff, Maria Claessens, Octave Dua, Irene Pavloska, 
Mary McCormic, Melba Goodman, and two dozen more.

And the 
modern stage is no place to sing. The actors cannot sing. They forgot how 
to do that when blank verse passed. Since then there has been little but blank 
prose on the stage. The actors talk the plays of the day, in which metaphor’ 
has no mere place than in a broker's office. There is new melody in this sym- 
bolistic speech of Andreyev. It is, perhaps, a renascence of beauty in the, 
speech of the stage. The actors must have time to catch up. 


This, Brothers, Is Acting! 

The Little theater idea is immersed in one of its periodic holy of holies in’

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Contributing Our Bit to 
the Shame of the Cities

T is rather a sorry commentary on our playgoing state of mind that KE. H. 
Sothern and Miss Julia Marlowe should leave at the end of this week 
with the memory of a disappointing {tf not a disastrous month in Chicago. 

As was noted in this column last Sunday, attendance at the Great North- 
ern has been brisk in the balconies, but in the revenue producing main floor 
seats there has been frequently no more than a 
corporal’s guard of spectators. This is not as it 
should be. 

I venture the protest on no cultural grounds; no 
amusement seeker is under any obligation to im- 
prove his mind if he does not want to. The point 
is simply that those who have stayed away have 
been missing top-notch entertainment. There ts 
nothing precious or “highbrow” about these be- 
guiling performances of Mr. Sothern, Miss Mar- 
lowe, and their associates. They are spirited and 
to the point, addressed frankly to the groundlings, 
and over nobody’s head. I have seldom heard more ° 
nearly continuous gales of laughter than those with 
which last week’s audiences greeted “The Taming 

the Shrew.” It was incomparably the funniest 


show in town. And, I should say, the best acted.

cause people didn’t know how good it was. The ®# Ophelia in “ Hamlet,” a 
few who do Shakespeare well must suffer because pb rng oon 
of the many who do the bard badly. The impres- 

sion has gone abroad that Shakespeare Is old fashioned and Gull, and none 
have done more to foster it than the superannuated actors and “ devoted 
bands” of third rate players who present the comedies and tragedies in 
season and out of season. But Chicago knows as much about Sothern end 
Marlowe as does New York, and New York gave them a highly prosperous 
engagement last fall, in the huge Century theater. So we suffer by a direct 
comparison.

Mr. George Off-again-on-again Cohan is back in the fold. He has re 
joined the Proflucing Managers’ association and has forsaken the embattled 
eminence which he occupied as an “ independent ” ’ aed 
manager.

His plans for becoming a London producer are 
being called off. He will stay on this side of the 
Atlantic and stage a lot more plays.

There 
was gloom impenetrable when he packed his lares 
and penates and manuscripts and announced that 
he would take the next boat for London. 

It is better—much better—that he stay. Dra- 
matic editors would be hard put to it to fill their 
columns were there not an occasional something to 
be said about Mr. Cohan.

jot nor tittle of his enmity toward the Equity and 
its closed shop for actors. Membership in the managers’ association gives 
him the protection of its armistice with the Equity, which runs until 1924, but 
he still belongs to the Actors’ Fidelity league, and to a “ Fido” all things 
Equity are ariathema.. 

Nevertheless, he did say good-by, and his gesture was cosmic. Now he is 
coming back, and the unthinking will chuckle. George always did, contrive to 
keep us amused. And do you know any other m@ager who could suspend pro- 
duction in a bad season and get more publicity than any of those who risked 
their shekels and kept busy? . 

P. S.—They save clippings about people in Taz Tripunr’s reference room. 
I came upon this yesterday: “George M. Cohan satd good-by to Broadway 
tonight. ‘I’m going to leave,’ was the way he put it. ‘And this is an honest 
to gpodness good-by, too. There will be no coming back for me.’” It was a 
New York dispatch, and was dated Feb. 22, 1913.

America to See Moscow’s “ Chauve Souris” Players. 

Many reports from Paris and London told last summer of the extraordinary 
vogue of Nikita Balieff's Théatre de la Chauve Souris and the odd entertain- 
ment given by its actors. The company is now on 
its way to the United States under the sponsorship 
of Messrs. Comstock and Gest and will stage its first 
American performances in New York, probably next 
week. 

The title of the enterprise, of course, is the Bat 
(literally the Bald Mouse) theater, and its place of 
origin was the famous Art theater of Moscow. Be- 
fore the war, and after, the players of the Art 
theater were accustomed to meet after the night i 
performance in a little café and give impromptu 
entertainments for their mutual enjoyment. Few 
outsiders saw them, but their fame spread, and 
presently some public performances were attempted, 
with the atmosphere of intimacy and informality 
carefully preserved. A year ago the troupe jour | 
neyed from Moscow to Paris, and their success was 
immediate. 

Their ways, by all accounts, are unlike anything 
in the theater. There are thirty-five people, all 

Paote,; Russians, including designers, dancers, actors, 
artists and musicians. They give comedies, tragedies, songs, dances, and 
musical numbers in fleet succession— sometimes as many as ten in an evening. 
Their costumes are gorgeous and bizarre, and their scenery and lighting 
effects, it is said, weirdly beautiful. Besides directing the performances, | 
Balieff comes before the curtain for each episode and explains to the audience 
in English just what the players are about to do. And he, they say, is 
comedian of no mean ability. 

The Chauve Souris troupe will be housed tn the Shuberts’ new Forty-ninth 
Street theater In New York, which will be vacated by Leo Ditrichstein this 
week after a brief and unprofitable showing of “ Face Value.” This is the play 
which he acted at the Studebaker last summer under the title “ That Homely 
Henriguez.” It has no. gone well, and will be discarded in favor of “The. 
Great Lover” and “ Toto,” which Ditrichstein will act again on tour.

But 
during the last several years it had 
been allowed to degenerate until motor- 
ists endeavored to avoid it, rather than 
seek it out. Today it is a concrete bou-

Heretofore the road has been gravel 
surfaced and maintained as such by 
Camden and Atlantic counties. In 
1918 it was taken over by the state 
highway commission for improvement 
as one of the fifteen state routes. In 
that year construction was begun. 
The length of the road is sixty-one 
miles, and it ranges in width from 
eighteen to twenty feet. The graded 
width throughout is thirty feet; the 
concrete is six inches thick at the sides 
and eight and three-fourths inches at 
the center. In the _ reconstruction 
there are two important relocations— 
one five miles in length between Atco 
and Ancora, which eliminates steep 
grades and dangerous curves, and the 
other two miles around Hammonton, 
greatly improving the alignment dnd 
completely avoiding the congested 
streets of this town. ® 

The average cost of the new, road 
per mile was $43,500, and while the 
total expenditure seems to be appalling 
the people will undoubtedly find the 
returns worth the money spent. While

As meteors are consumed by their 
impact‘on the lesser molecules of air, 
so is the star consumed, and like the 
meteor is burned to dust.

In Perseus in 1902 we saw the swarm 
itself, lighted by the burst as the start 
crashed in, and as the light waves 
traveled out to the limits of the swarm 
they made an ever widening set of 
rings, like ripples about the spot where 
a stone has fallen into the water. Nova

The end of a star means nothing to 
the mundane of us upon the street. It 
does not affect our food, or clothes. 
It does not make us laugh—perhaps it 
does not even make us think. But to 
some world, somewhere, it was the end 
of all. Time was turned backward to 
the genesis, and the long, weary steps 
of evolution must be gone through once 
more. And sometimes, stray bits of 
these suns and worlds whose matter 
forms the bulk of meteors and comets 
come to us, and we can see mute evi- 
dence of the greatness of the past, of 
living volcanoes, and of water, in a 
setting of time that knows neither start 
nor finish, as we hold them in our 
hands.
